from their parents. The latter re ­ 
fu sed to leav e the v essel u ntil they 
fou nd the little ones 
W hen the boat settled on the bot­ 
tom the w ater “aliv e” with h u m an­ 
ity . Capt. A rthu r Olson had ru shed 
along the rail, cu t the life boats 
lose and thrown life preserv ers in­ 
to the lake. 
The women and children made 
for these.

of storage $5 02. 
These figu res are 
com parable w ith the capacity of 
th e Prado reserv oir of 17 4 ,000 acre 
feet which has been estim ated to 
cost $5 ,000,000 or a t the rate of 
$28.7 0 per acre foot of storage ca 
pacity .

A t other places 
in the section it w as less than 50 
feet. The general bedrock condition 
is m ore sev ere th an originally e sti­ 
m ated u pon bu t it is not prohibi­ 
tiv e. 
“It is proposed to hav e the lower 
81,5 00 acre feet of capacity in the 
Prado reserv oir u nder control w ith 
ou tlet gates in order th a t w ater m ay 
bo conserv ed and held ov er as de­ 
sired in this portion of the reserv oir. 
Abov e these lev els it is proposed in 


the 1925 report to hav e perm anent 
openings w hich will control 92,5 00 
acre feet of th e capacity of the site 
for floor regu lation pu rposes. If the 
entire reserv oir site were u sed for 
conserv ation then the short 
and 
v iolent floods m ight be discharged 
into a fu ll reserv oir cau sing gre a t­ 
er w aste throu gh the spillw ay than 
is desired. T he top of th e reserv oir 
wou ld be a t elev ation 5 30 feet abov e 
sea lev el w here a large spillw ay c a ­ 
pacity shou ld be prov ided for. T his 
spillw ay wou ld v ery seldom be pu t 
In serv ice b u t for a dam of 
this 
ty pe it is v ital th a t su ch a spillw ay 
shou ld be prov ided and it shou ld 
be of su ch great capacity th at no 
ov erflow of the dam wou ld be pos­ 
sible. T he u pper face of the dam 
wou ld be pav ed w ith concrete. 
Underflow Slight 
The u nderflow at 
the 
Prado 
dam site probably does not ex ceed 
200 or 300 
m iner’s 
Inches. 
The 
regu lated flood discharge from the 
Prado reserv oir wou ld be into the 
present channel of the riv er a short 
distance below the dam. This na tu r­ 
ally wou ld fill all the v oids of the 
sand and the grav el in the bed of 
the cany on below the dam , 
giv ing 
the sam e condition therein as 
we 
hav e a t 
present. 
The 
conserv ed 
w ater from the reserv oir can either 
be discharged into the channel of 
the riv er and div erted by the ex ist­ 
ing canals as a t present or if it is 
fou nd desirable the present canals 
cou ld be continu ed u p the cany on 
to the reserv oir site. The effect In 
either case on the u nderflow in the 
cany on wou ld be m u ch the same. 
D u ring w et and norm al y ears it 
is estim ated th a t 120,000 acre feet of 
conserv ed w ater wou ld annu ally be 
deliv ered from the P rado reserv oir 
site. How ev er, du ring cy cles of dry 
y ears th is fu ll am ou nt wou ld not be 
so su pplied. The av erage 
am ou nt 
throu gh both w et and dry cy cles 
th a t cou ld be fu rnished is estim at­ 
ed a t 111,000 acre feet. The S tate 
Engineer's office has m ade an elab­ 
orate stu dy of the ra te a t which 
w ater shou ld he u sed du ring differ­ 
ent m onths of th e y ear for irriga­ 
tion. T his is called the "ideal u se.” 
A t the present tim e abou t 
4 0,000 
acre feet of w ater per annu m is 
being div erted from the low er Santa 
Ana riv er, of which only 24 ,000 acre 
feet are div erted in accordance w ith 
th is ra te of Ideal u se. The benefic­ 
ial regu lation du e to the conserv a­ 
tion featu re of th is reserv oir wou ld 
therefore am ou nt to 87 ,000 acre feet. 
An av erage of abou t 20,000 acre feet 
per anu rn of flood w ater 
is 
now 
passing to th e sea. T his cou ld be 
conserv ed. Of the w ater th a t passes 
throu gh the flood control portion 
of the reserv oir it is estim ated th a t 
this cou ld he regu lated to a m ax i­ 
m u m discharge of 2000 second feet 
which all cou ld be absorbed in the 
natu ra l channel of the riv er and on 
spreading grou nds. It is estim ated 
th a t 36 ,7 00 acre feet 
per 
annu m 
cou ld 
be

spreading. The total am ou nt of this 
conserv ation by spreading 
du ring 
the past 29 y ears wou ld hav e aggre­ 
gated abou t 1,000,000 acre feet. 
Av ailable to Cou nty 
“The m anner in w hich this re ser­ 
v oir wou ld be u sed for conserv ation 
and spreading of w ater cannot be 
prescribed by the w riter. The im ­ 
pression th a t he has, howev er, is 
th at th e righ ts of the canal com ­ 
panies to div ert w ater for the 
12 
m onths of the y ear wou ld be 
re ­ 
cognized and th eir w ater regu lated 
so as to deliv er all of it du ring the 
period of ideal u se and th a t as m u ch 
as posible of the additional w aters 
shou ld be 
pu t 
u ndergrou nd 
by 
spreading so 
as 
to 
m ake 
them 
broadly av ailable to the cou nty . 
“The estim ated cost of the Prado 
reserv oir inclu ding 1000 acres 
of 
spreading grou nds has been a t $5 ,- 
000,000. T his item inclu des the re ­ 
constru ction of highw ay , the ra il­ 
road and th e charge in other u til­ 
ities. T he m ost u ncertain factor in 
this estim ate is the qu estion of the 
v alu e of the reserv oir lands. These 
estim ates hav e not been rev iewed 
as y et since the bedrock ex plora­ 
tions and consequ ently will be m od­ 
ified. The S tate Engineer has not 
y et giv en an estim ate as to the cost 
of the dam. In prov iding a bond is­ 
su e it is recognized th a t these fig­ 
u res shou ld he v ery liberal. 
“The su ggestion has been 
m ade 
th at if the Prado reserv oir is bu ilt 
th at a portion of the 
w ater 
im ­ 
pou nded therein m ay 
escape 
by 
percolation throu gh the pass sou th 
of Pom ona and down San Jose creek 
to the San G abriel riv er. This Is 
entirely impossible 
becau se 
the 
m ax im u m elev ation of the w ater in 
the Prado reserv oir w ill be 530 feet 
and the elev ation of

sou th of Pom ona is 800 feet, or 27 0 
feet higher than the highest lev el

D u r­ 
ing th is m ax im u m flood the Prado 
reserv oir wou ld hav e redu ced the 
discharge below the dam to 5800 
cu bic feet per second.

inv olv e a w aste of some 3000 cu ­ 
bic feet per second into the sea. 
All other floods of which we hav e 
any knowledge for a period of the 
last 30 y ears 
wou ld 
hav e

into the sea wou ld hav e occu rred. 
The U nited States Geological S u r­ 
v ey has w ritten the history of the 
flood of 1916 in which it is stated 
that in O range cou nty there were

If su ch 
a flood occu rred u nder the pres­ 
ent sta te of dev elopm ent of the 
cou nty , these dam ages wou ld be 
m u ch greater.

appears 
qu ite clear, 
howev er, 
th a t the beneficiaries w ill be the 
u sers of grav ity w ater In th e R ed­ 
lands and H ighlands area and the 
pow er plants in the cany on of the 
S anta Ana riv er, 
and 
th a t 
the 
benefits to O range cou nty by this 
w ork will be rem ote. 
"It has been dem onstrated th at

costs. It is the one comm odity th at 
is an absolu te neccsisty to both a ni­ 
mal and v egetable life. The right to 
it Is determ ined by the priority of 
beneficial u se. The difficu lty of ob­ 
taining it is increasing rapidly from 
y ear to y ear. Those who delay in 
acqu iring this opportu nity will find 
in a v ery short tim e th a t the door 
has been closed to their efforts.

Pecans in California 
Riverside Press ------- 
The pecan crop of Texas brought the growers of 
that state nearly $2,000,000 la.st year, and the Indus­ 
try is still In its infancy. 
A good m any experim ents 
have been made in California, more or less success­ 
ful, but the Industry has not been established here 
on a com m ercial basis. 
It would seem a tim ely piece of w ork for the R iv ­ 
erside experim ent station to undertake a thorough 
study of the pecan problem w ith a view of deter­ 
m ining w hether there is not some one v a rie ty w ell 
adapted to conditions here. 
There are a couple of 
trees on the A. B . Cutter place on 
Lem on 
street, 
planted by the late J . E . Cutter, that produce pecans 
of ve ry fine q u ality; those and others in Riverside 
m ight be utilized In any investigations made. 
The more C alifornia can diversify its farm crops, 
the better; and the pecan seems to offer possibili­ 
ties that have not yet been followed up in an y ex­ 
haustive and BClentlfii m anner.

E veryo n e who has followed the decreasing death 
rates of civilized com m unities during the past hun­ 
dred years realizes that much of the decrease is 
due 
to the substantial 
reduction 
that has 
taken 
place during the first year of life. 
In 1900, the 
death rate of infants under one year w ere 161 per 
thousand; in 1910, 141 per thousand, and in 1920, 106 
per thousand. 
The number of deaths under one year decreased 
considerably, but those under one month decreased 
only slightly, and those under one week hardly at 
all. 
In other words, as pointed out by Dr. H ow ard 
W . Green of the Cleveland (O hio) H ealth Council, 
the better economic conditions and 
public health 
w ork of the past 20 years is apparently not affect­ 
ing g reatly the cause of death of Infants in the 
first week of life. 
M ost of the deaths that occurred during the first 
year of life were due to disturbances of digestion 
and Infection of the gastrointestinal tract by food 
not properly safeguarded. 
Th is 
has 
been 
largely 
elim inated. 
The deaths w hich now occur are largely due to 
Infection of the lungs, such as broncho-pneumonla, 
bronchitis. Influenza and pneumonia. 
The number 
of deaths ascribed to venereal diseases in the p ar­ 
ents 
has 
decreased 
somewhat, 
but 
the 
number 
of deaths form congenital m alforn.atlons and from 
Injuries a t birth rem ains approxim ately the same. 
The one factor w hich has steadily Increased d u r­ 
ing the past generation as a cause of deaths in 
infants Is the rate from prem ature birth. 
Th is ap ­ 
parently is associated w itli parental Infection and 
w ith bad obstetrical care, and it Indicates the ne­ 
cessity for more attention to the condition of the 
m other during the period before the child's birth. 
C ertainly the m other who wishes to save her baby 
should see a physician just as soon as she realizes 
that she Is to have a child, and should v is it him 
regularly until after the child's birth.
